Berserk man hijacks bulldozer at

A Jerusalem resident who went 
berserk yesterday overturned a water 
cannon and another police vehicle 
with a hijacked bulldozer, injuring 
three policemen before he was stop- 
ped by a police bullet. 

‘The incident occurred at the vil- 
lage of Manahat (‘Malcha) in south- 
ern Jerusalem as municipal officials 
attempted to demolish a four-room 
extension to a duilding which ‘had 
been constructed without a permit 
and in violation of repeated court 
orders. When municipal workers and 
police arrived at 7 am. they found 
the building occupied by local resi- 
dents who refused to leave. Some 
mounted the roof and began throw- 
ing stones. 

Negotiations went on into the 
early afternoon as municipal offi- 
cials and police attempted to avoid 
the use of force. Deputy Mayor 
Meron Benvenisti finally ordered 
that the building be demolished.

Beating the drum for detente | 


By RAY MOSELEY 

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet Seatership 1s 
persistently beating the drum for continu 
detente with the U.S. as it approaches its 
third summk with President Nixon on June 27. 

In the face of some scepticism in the US., 
prompted targely by doubts that a president 
weakened by Watergate can negotlate success- 

with the Russians, Communist Party 

General Secretary Leonid L Brezhnev has gone 
out of his way to stress that he expects the 
summit to be a success for both sides. 

What the Russians think privately about 
the impact of Watergate on the summit 4s a 
metter for speculation. They have passed the 
word to Western diplomats that they fully ex- 
pect to continue dealing with Nixon for the 
next two-and-one-half years, end many diplo- 
mats take that at face value. 

“The Russians don't really understand 
Watergate,” one diplomat sald. 

A Soviet expert on American affairs told a 
newsman recently: “If Nixon is impeached, 
then it means I don't understand 


anything — 
about American polities. I just don’t believe 


it will bappen.” - 
Nixon will, as in 1972, ‘be given a warm 
welcome by the Kremlin. He is expected to 
stay agam in the Kremlin while in Moscow, 
but probably will spend more Hme travelling 
arouri the country than he did in 1972. 
Yalta, the site of a historic Big Three 
meeting ἐπ World War I, and Minsk, the 
capital of Byelo-Russia, are on his travel 
agenda. This may give Nixon a better oppor- 
tunity to meet ordinary Russians than he had 
in 1872, when he spent most of his time in 
working sessions in the Kremlin.
